Either the government realizes it 
has embarked upon a project which 
fails to meet the approval of the 
people and is afraid to turn back 
for fear of loss of prestige or face, 
or, it is purely and simply a scheme 
to perpetuate itself in power by 
wresting control of more and more 
authority, enabling them to further 
raise taxes, and to place in key 
positions more and more under- 
lings of the “party machine” who 
will be loyal to the “powers that be” 
when election time comes round 
again.

“Offensive” is the war cry now. 
Never in the history of this war has 
the time been more opportune for 
an offensive. Our apparent strategy 
of defence by making a stand and 
waiting for an attack on our home 
grounds has been a failure.

THE CHAPMAN FAMILY. 
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Charge Accounts 


The admirable Chinese have an 
ultra-admirable New Year custom. 
They pay off all their old debts 
before entering on the New Year. 

Something of this custom is be- 
ing introduced into Canada by the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 
All “charge accounts” due on the 
last day of January, 1942, must be 
liquidated by the following Febru- 
ary 10—and so on through the suc- 
ceeding months. If the customer 
with © charge account does not pay 
aff his indebtedness within ten days 
after the expiraton of each month, 


then under the war Measures Act, 
the seller is prohibited from e¢x- 


tending further credit to the de- 
faulting debtor. 

Where it is not possible for the 
debtor to pay off the whole of his 
arrears of indebtedness by Febru- 
ary 10, he may continue to have 


credit extended to him by paying 
in cash one-third of his overdue 
indebtedness, and discha‘ge the 
balance in monthly payments not 
to exceed 12 in number. 


National Sacrifice 

The new order issued by the 
Wartime Prices and Credit Board 
may cause a little inhonvenience to 
some tardy payers, but it is all part 
of the national sacrifice in mar- 
shalling the resources of Canada 
to beat the Hun. Aimed at making 
liquidation of debts as easy as pos- 
sible, it will prove a boon to whole- 
saler, manufacturer and retailer 
alike. It will make cash settle- 
ments easer for them, and reduce 
the risk of bad debts. In the end it 
will benefit the purchasing public, 
too, for bad debts and interest on 
tardy accounts in the end are 
usually charged against the whole 
body of consumers. 


Introduced as a war measure, 
Order 75 of the board, restricting 
consumer credit and enforcing 


prompt, cash settlements, will have 
a wholesale effect upon the inter- 
nal trade of Canada.

- But what is a “total war effort” 

‘at. this time in the case of Canada ? 
’ Mn order. to answer this. principal 
qucstion of the day, it must be 
stressed that final victory may not 
be possible without such a proper 
“total war effort”. Since this com- 
paratively young nation is passing 


through now its worst crisis in its 
history, it is not only not the proper 
time to consider pride, prejudice, 
and formality but the cold facts 
must be faced straightforwardly in 


their immediate and real influ- 
ences. Therefore, it should be clear 
to the man-in-the-street through- 


out Canada that a “total war” ¢an- 
not be won without a “total war 
effort” of the kind waged in 
modern style. 


Of course, it is generally acknow- 
ledged that such a “total war ef- 
fort” is an inescapable obligation 
on the part of the people of Canada 
and the man-in-the-street knows 
that there is obviously no intention 
in this country to avold such a 
maximum contribution to the whole 
cause of the democracies or United 
Nations pact of which Canada is a 
signatory. However, the most flery 
advocates of such a “total war ef- 
fort” in this country demand only 
one main point, and that is that 
the Government should establish 
full conscription of manpower for 
overseas service so that Canada 
may have a large standing army 
ready to serve anywhere in the 
world at any time. Without this 
accomplishment, they insist that 
Canada cannot be said to be wag- 
ing a “total war effort”. But there 
is another point. They do not want 
to think or talk about full con- 
scription of wealth or resources 
which is possible an essential quali- 
fication for “total war” in modern 
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yle: It the war has rendtied the 
stage where conscription of man- 
power for overseas service is now 
unavoidable for this country, then 
conscription of wealth or resources 
is necessary. 

How can it be a “total war effort” 
without such a “total” conscription 
of human and material resources? 
How can there be a balanced and 
fairly distributed share of  re- 
sponsibility for all without a paral- 
lel form of conscription in all di- 
rections for all inhabitants, young 
or old, man or woman, rich or poor, 
each in accordance with his or her 
ability to fit into the “total 
machine of the country? Why 
should one Canadian merely be 
concerned mainly about lowering 
of his standard of luxury, including 
problems about new furniture, new 
ears, vacations, slight food incon- 
veniences, and so forth, while an- 
other Canadian is fighting for his 
life? “Total war” means simply a 
“total conscription of all human 
and material resources with justice 
to all inhabitants so that everyone 
should have enough to eat, a place 
to live in, some clothes on the back. 
This is the policy in all 
engaged in “total war” in 
Style. 


countries 
modern 


For weeks and weeks, the ques- 
tion f conscription of manpower 
for overseas has been debated in 


and out of Parliament with con- 
siderable heat. It is properly 
argued with common sense, that a 


policy of “total war” cannot toler- 
ate any implied or expressed limita- 
tion. Undoubtedly, 
the wishes 


this expresses 
Sand sentiments of the 
masses in this country. But it is 
peculiar that at the same time con- 
scription of wealth or resources is 
not wanted at the moment. In- 
deed, the representatives of the 
people of Canada have sometimes 
come forth strongly against any 
immediate full conscription of 
wealth or resources, though many 
of them favour immediate full con- 
scription of manpower for overseas. 

This, of course, is an obvious in- 
consistency. Nevertheless, it is 
clear that there is no general agree- 
ment along Parliament Hill as to 
the true meaning of a “total war 
effort” in the case of 
There are different interpretations 
of “total war” requirments in the 
case of this country. But there are 
many well-informed persons in the 
nation’s capital who hold ~ that 
sooner or later there will be no pos- 
sibility for the man-in-the-street 
to expect a “total war effort” in 
modern style to include full con- 
scription of manpower and to ex- 
clude full conscription of wealth or 
resources. When this will happen 
will be determined by everits or 
circumstances of war. In fact, 
Premier Mackenzie King himself 
has already dropped a hint on this 
point when during a speech in the 
House of Commons he remarked 
that if voluntary loans of wealth to 
the Government should ever fail, 
then wealth would be conscripted. 
“And it will be exactly the same 
thing in the raising of men,” he

Furthermore, it can be reported 
that the war expenditures are 
mounting steadily and they are 
reaching stupendous figures. Al- 


though the last Victory Loan cam- 
paign was a genuine success in 
every manner and the people of 
Canada have already loaned to the 
Government for war purposes in 
this war over two billion doilars, yet 
this is not enough, surprising as 
this statement may seem to the 
man-in-the-street. Since last No- 
vember alone the war costs have 
involved an expenditure of about 
$125 a month for every head of 
population and this figure is rais- 


war’ 


ing steadily. Indeed, it is expected 
in Ottawa that about sixty per cent 
of the total national income in this 
fiscal year may be used for war 


purposes in direct or indirect 
manner. 
In other words, while phrase- 


mongers may use various modes of 
expression in or out of Parliament 
in discussing “total war” in the 
case of Canada, yet there is no 
agreement in general about the 
true meaning of a “total war effort” 
and in line with the circumstances 
of this country in this struggle, 
though there is not the slightest 
doubt along Parliament Hill that 
the danger is so great that under 
no circumstances will the govern- 
ment hesitate even a moment to 
conscript fully and immediately all 
wealth or resources in the land if 
and when conditions shall warrent 
such a drastic action in this war. 
Canada is willing to pay the price 
for victory regardless how great the 
bill may be or what sacrifices may 
be entailed. (Reproduction Pro- 
hibited, 1942, Educational Features 
Syndicate.)

Farmers and Maximum Price 
Regulations 

All of us are now subject to regu- 
lations which would have seemed 
impossible three years ago, Un- 
doubtedly we shall be required to 
conform to many more; and who 
will complain? 

It is quite a job keeping posted on 
regulations affecting business trans- 
actions, and many farmers must be 
uncertain as to their own responsi- 
bilities when selling their own pro- 
duce or buying from others, 

Farmers should know that trans- 
actions between primary producers 
of agricultural products, involving 
their own produce, are exempt from 
price ceiling regulations of the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board. Order 
No. 102 defines these exemptions and, 
in part, reads as follows: 

“1 (a) sales, exchanges, or barters of 
hay, grain, seed, seed potatoes, 
onion bulbs, farm implements 
or repair parts, machinery or 
repair parts, sacks, fencing, 
fence posts, milk cans, steck- 
lings, nursery stock, cordwood, 
fertilizers, bees, bee supplies, 
livestock, meats, poultry, poul- 
try products, farm -made 
dairy products, wool, hides 
and other agricultural prod- 
ucts and supplies; 
custom-milling, seed clean- 
ing and other agricultural 
services.” 

The above provisions, however, do 
not apply to sales, exchanges or bar- 
ters made for purposes of resale. 
All resales of products or articles 
are subject to maximum price 
regulations.
